Poultry Growers 


Advised To Save 


On Feed Costs 
Some 
Ohio 
broiler producers 
waste more money in feeding 
a 
three-pound bird than the chicken 
will return in net profit, a poultry 
specialist said today. 
Net profit on a three pound broil 
er in Ohio ranges from 12 to 20 
cents. But fifteen cents worth 
of 
feed is wasted in feeding such a 
bird in some operations. 
Extension poultry specialists 
in 
Ohio State university quoted United 
States departm ent of 
agriculture 
figures from a recent s t u d y of 
more than IOO lots of commercial 
broilers “ Each decrease of o n e 
pound of feed per pound of broiler 
produced a savings of almost five 
cents a pound.” 
I 
Researchers 
also found 
some 
flocks that used 2.7 pounds of feed 
per pound of gain. Poorest flocks, 
used six pounds of feed to produce 
a pound of broiler. Good flocks in 
Ohio will produce a pound of broil­ 
er from about three pounds of feed 
Using 
better 
feed, 
controlling 
mortality and stopping feed waste 
are the most important ways to use 
feed more efficiently. Waste, most 
important single item, 
often 
ac­ 
counts for five to IO percent of the 
total feed cost. 
Feed represents 
more than 60 percent ot the total 
cost of producing broilers.

FO R M ED IN 19 50 to consider the prob ­ 
lem s o f premedical training, 
a group of 
25 0 co llege deans and professors has b een 
discussing this special aspect of education 
at a conference in Buck Hill Falls, Pa. Of 
a wide range of reports, one of the most in­ 
teresting concerned the education of what 
might b e called the whole physician. 
Here is what the report said: 
“A b alanced education will enhance b oth 
the professional and personal life of 
the 
phy sician and make him more aw are of 
the overall prob lems of our society, as well 
a s those dealing with the health and wel­ 
fare of his patients.'’ 
That is, emphasis o n the humanities and 
so cial sciences in educating premedical 
students is most desirab le. In the curricu­ 
la o f mo s* liberal arts co lleges, pre-medi­ 
ca l subjects are limited. Nev ertheless, to o 
grea t a degree of co ncentratio n upo n a 
student’s future pro fessio nal field is so me­ 
tim es po ssible. 
Wherev er such co ncentratio n o ccurs, the 
future do cto r’s educatio n at that po int go es 
o ut o f balance. It is at the premedical lev el 
that future phy sicians are affo rded their 
ma in cha nce fo r general educatio n. At 
medica l scho o l and in co nducting a prac­ 
tice, there is little o r no time fo r the hu­ 
ma nities o r so cial sciences. 
Yet no w, mo re than ev er, the phy sician 
must be awa re o f the o v erall so cial and 
eco no mic pro blems o f his time if his use­ 
fulness, bo th as a do cto r and as a citizen, 
is to be at a ma x imum. Other things being 
equal, pro fessio nal 
judgment 
will 
be 
so under the bro ader the sco pe o f the phy ­ 
sicia n’s interests. Awareness 
and 
total 
“ a ffect,” m psy chiatric jargo n, do no t 
spring fro m pro fessio nal c o m p e t e n c e 
alo ne. A

Amo ng the pro blems facing mo tio n pic­ 
tures, radio and telev isio n is the unwilling­ 
ness o f many Americans to pay t h e i r 
mo ney fo r entertainment with which per­ 
so ns accused o f Co mmunist affiliatio ns 
hav e any thing to do . This has beco me mo re 
co mplicated since so me v o luntary o rgani­ 
zatio ns o f the peo ple thro w picket lines 
aro und ho uses sho wing mo tio n pictures so 
inv o lv ed. It ma kes the pro duct defectiv e 
because it enco unters unusual sales resis­ 
tance. 
On the o ther hand, so me perso ns hav e 
been seeking wa y s and means o f clearing 
themselv es. They hired lawy ers, public re­ 
latio ns co unsel and fix ers. They ran do wn 
to Co ngressio nal co mmittees fo r special 
hearings, issuing the published repo rts as 
tho ugh that cleared them. No Co ngressio n­ 
al co mmittee is empo wered to clear a wit­ 
ness. All that such a committee can do is 
to furnish the hearings and the findings. 
Some ev en fa lsely stated that the FBI had 
cleared them o f the Communist taint, al­ 
though such a functio n has nev er been dele­ 
gated to the FBI. 
Unfo rtunately , fo r a lo ng time the ma n­ 
agement o f the mo tio n picture industry 
v iewed this pro blem as a nuisance which 
interfered with their earnings. M o s t of 
their effo rts to so lv e 
it failed because they 
did not reco gnize the fundamental pro po si­ 
tio n that whatev er reco rd ex ists was made 
by the indiv idual co ncerned; that o nly he 
o r she can set the reco rd straight. 
Last summer, so me mo tio n picture per­ 
so ns and a few anti-Co mmunists entered 
upo n discussio ns which inv o lv ed certain 
techniques o f life that hav e had lo ng ap­ 
plicatio n. Co nfessio n, co ntritio n and peni­ 
tence are univ ersal amo ng human beings. 
But these pro cesses are o nly o f v alue if 
they are v o luntary and if they safeguard 
human dignity . 
Furthermo re, it has been kno wn t h a t 
while a number o f perso ns were sucked 
into the Co mmunist o rbit in the 1930’s and 
mo v ed thro ugh Ro o sev eltian liberalism in 
the 194 0’s, the Ko rean War opened 
their 
ey es to the absurdity o f their v iews 
o n 
Russia. Many emo tio ns enter into such a 
situatio n, particularly amo ng artists and 
intellectuals. It takes a truly great so ul to 
admit that he had been a fo o l. St. Augustine 
did it and To lsto y did it. But few men are 
o f their stature. 
So . a device was wo rked o ut to giv e a 
man a chance to set himself right by his 
o wn means, without the intervention of any 
third perso n. No fo rmula was ado pted, 
for 
no ne was necessary . If a man wants to 
tell 
the truth, he needs no a ssistance. 
In the instance o f the mo tio n picture peo ­ 
ple, it was suggested that they write let­ 
ter# to their emplo y ers o r to 
anvone 
o f 
their selectio n. The emplo y ers were best, 
because they co uld make the letters av ail- 
i able to interested parties. 
It was preferred that this sho uld be a 
studio rather than an industry task, be­ 
cause it seemed undesirable to set up a bu­ 
reau and to hire checkers, clearers, pri­ 
v ate detectiv es and such perso ns. The real 
task is to av o id co ercio n, pressure, 
innney- 
pay ments, o r any thing o f the so rt.

DIET A N D H EA LTH 


A Cou gh Serves Real Pu rpose

TROUBLESOME coughs send 
m any people to their doctors 
every year. Indeed, this Is one of 
the most frequent of all sym p­ 
tom s plaguing m ankind. 
Did you know tha t a cough has 
a definite purpose in the b ody? It 
is an unconscious, or reflex, action 
to remove Irritations which origi­ 
nate in the lungs or air tub es. The 
irritations may b e due to accu­ 
m ulated mucus from an Infection, 
disturb ed circulation (as In he a rt 
disease),or a foreign ob ject In the 
lung and respiratory tract. 
Two Types of Cough 
T here are two types of cough. 
The first type rids the lungs and 
tub es of foreign sub stances In 
them , w hether due to infection or 
not. Tills cough may b e useful and 
b eneficial if it aids in removing 
infected or irritating m aterial. 
The second type does not rid 
the b ody of any sub stances. This 
is a useless or Infective cough. It 
may b e due to irritation in some 
region outside the lungs, such as 
the sinuses, windpipe, or chest 
cavity. Certain 
Infections and 
tum ors may also b ring coughs 
which do not get rid of any fluid. 
Useless Variety 
Many times an Inflam m ation In 
the air passages forms mucous 
m aterial tha t is very sticky or 


fib rous. The cough then b rings 
nothing up, and falls in the use­ 
less class. 
In treating a cough, it is most 
im portant to find out its true 
cause. This often makes It very 
hard and even dangerous for 
a 
person to treat his own cough. 
Too often he goes to a drug store 
and asks for a remedy for a cough 
tha t has hung on for 
m any 
months. He does not realize tha t 
such a cough m ight come from 
damage to the lung tissue Itself. 
Underlying Cause 
Many remedies relieve the cough 
itself b ut do not touch the und er­ 
lying cause of the troub le. Too of­ 
ten a cough Is stopped for m onths 
at a time b y heavy doses of co­ 
deine or other sedative drugs, giv­ 
ing a diseased lung time to devel­ 
op Into a serious disorder. 
Persistent coughs should not b e 
b rushed off as just due to a com­ 
mon cold or simple irritation. A 
careful exam ination should b e 
made b y a physician and X -rays 
taken, If necessary, to discover 
the real cause.

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WHOLE PHYSICIAN 
FORM ED IN 1950 to consider the prob­ 
lems of premedical training, a group of 
250 college deans and professors has been 
discussing this special aspect of education 
at a conference in Buck Hill Falls, Pa. Of 
a wide range of reports, one of the most in­ 
teresting concerned the education of what 
might be called the whole physician. 
Here is what the report said: 
“A balanced education will enhance both 
the professional and personal life of the 
physician and make him more aw are of 
the overall problems of our society, as well 
as those dealing with the health and wel­ 
fare of his patients.'’ 
That is, emphasis on the humanities and 
social sciences in educating premedical 
students is most desirable. In the curricu­ 
la of most* liberal arts colleges, pre-medi­ 
cal subjects are limited. Nevertheless, too 
great a degree of concentration upon a 
student’s future professional field is some* 
times possible. 
Wherever such concentration occurs, the 
future doctor’s education at that point goes 
out of balance. It is at the premedical level 
that future physicians are afforded their 
main chance for general education. At 
medical school and in conducting a prac­ 
tice, there is little or no time for the hu­ 
manities or social sciences. 
Yet now', more than ever, the physician 
m ust be aw'are of the overall social and 
economic problems of his time if his use­ 
fulness, both as a doctor and as a citizen, 
is to be at a m axim um . Other things being 
equal, 
professional 
judgment 
will 
be 
sonnder the broader the scope of the phv- 
•ician’s interests. Awareness 
and 
total 
“ affect, ’ in psychiatric jargon, do not 
spring from professional c o m p e t e n c e 
alone.

On the other hand, some persons have 
been seeking ways and means of clearing 
themselves. They hired lawyers, public re­ 
lations counsel and fixers. They ran dowrn 
to Congressional committees for special 
hearings, issuing the published reports as 
though that cleared them. No Congression­ 
al committee is empowered to clear a wit­ 
ness. All that such a committee can do is 
to furnish the hearings and the findings. 
Some even falsely stated that the FBI had 
cleared them of the Communist taint, al­ 
though such a function has never been dele­ 
gated to the FBI. 
Unfortunately, for a long time the m a n ­ 
agement of the motion picture industry 
viewed thic problem as a nuisance which 
interfered with their earnings. M o s t of 
their efforts to solve it failed because they 
did not recognize the fundamental proposi­ 
tion that whatever record exists was made 
by the individual concerned; that only he 
or she can set the record straight. 
Last sum m er, some motion picture per­ 
sons and a few anti-Communists entered 
upon discussions w'hich involved certain 
techniques of life that have had long ap­ 
plication. Confession, contrition and peni­ 
tence are universal among human beings. 
But these processes are only of value if 
they are voluntary and if they safeguard 
human dignity. 
Furtherm ore, it has been known t h a t 
while a number of persons w'ere sucked 
into the Communist orbit in the 1930‘s and 
moved through Rooseveltian liberalism in 
the 1940‘s, the Korean War opened their 
eyes to the absurdity of their views on 
Russia. Many emotions enter into such a 
situation, particularly among artists and 
intellectuals. It takes a truly great soul to 
adm it that he had been a fool. St. Augustine 
did it and Tolstoy did it. But few men are 
of their stature. 
So, a device was w'orked out to give a 
m an a chance to set himself right by his 
ow'n means, without the intervention of any 
third person. No formula was adopted, for 
none was necessary. If a m an w'ants to tell 
the truth, he needs no assistance. 
In the instance of the motion picture peo­ 
ple, it was suggested that they w'rite let­ 
ters to their employers or to anvone of 
their selection. The employers were best, I 
because they could make the letters avail­ 
able to interested parties 
It was preferred that this should be a 
studio rather than an industry task, be­ 
cause it seemed undesirable to set up a bu­ 
reau and to hire checkers, clearers, pri­ 
vate detectives and such persons. The real 
task is to avoid coercion, pressure, rnonev- 
payments, or anything of the sort. Only a

A Cough Serves Real Purpose

TROUBLESOME coughs send 
m any 
people to their doctors 
every year. Indeed, this Is one of 
the most frequent of all sym p­ 
toms plaguing mankind. 
Did you know th at a cough has 
a definite purpose in the body? It 
Is an unconscious, or reflex, action 
to remove Irritations which origi­ 
nate In the lungs or air tubes. The 
irritations may be due to accu­ 
m ulated mucus from an infection, 
disturbed circulation (as in h ea rt 
disease), or a foreign object in the 
lung and respiratory tract. 
Two Types of Cough 
There are two types of cough. 
The first type rids the lungs and 
tubes of foreign substances in 
them, w hether due to Infection or 
not. This cough may be useful and 
beneficial if it aids In removing 
infected or irritating m aterial. 
The second type does not rid 
th e body of any substances. This 
Is a useless or infective cough. It 
may be due to irritation in some 
region outside the lungs, such as 
tb s sinuses, windpipe, or chest 
cavity. C ertain 
Infections 
and 
tumor* may also bring coughs 
which do not get rid of any fluid. 
Useless Variety 
Many times an inflam m ation in 
the air passages forms mucous 
m aterial th a t is very sticky or 


fibrous. The cough then brings 
nothing up, and falls hi the use­ 
less class. 
In treating a cough, it Is most 
Important to find out its true 
cause This often makes It very 
hard and even dangerous for a 
person to treat his own cough. 
Too often he goes to a drug store 
and asks for a remedy for a cough 
th a t has hung on for 
m any 
m onths He does not realize th a t 
such a cough might come from 
damage to the lung tissue itself. 
Underlying Cause 
Many remedies relieve the cough 
itself but do not touch the u nder­ 
lying cause of the trouble. Too of­ 
ten a cough is stopped for m onths 
at a time by heavy doses of co­ 
deine or other sedative drugs, giv­ 
ing a diseased lung time to devel­ 
op into a serious disorder. 
Persistent coughs should not be 
brushed off as Just due to a com ­ 
mon cold or simple irritation. A 
careful exam ination should be 
made by a physician and X-rays 
taken, if necessary, to discover 
the real cause.

Effort* to determine the flow 
mechanism s of ice sheets have led 
California Institu te of Technology 
geologists to conclu de that mu ch 
of the Malaspina glacier in sou th­ 
ern Alaska actu ally flows u phill. 
Dr. Robert P. Sharp, professor 
of geomorphology, recently headed 
a flve*man team stu dying the mode 
of ice flow within Malaspina. 
He operated from a base cam p 
set u p on the ice near the center 
of the glacier abou t 40 miles from 
this native village. Their su pplies 
and equ ipment were flown in by 
helicopter from a beach cam p at 
the glacier’s edge on the Gu lf of 
Alaska. 
The researchers fou nd that the 
rock floor u nder the center of the 
glacier, which covers more than 
1,000 squ are miles, slopes back in­ 
land toward the St. Elias mou n­ 
tains to the north. Their observa­ 
tions wore made with s e i s m i c 
equ ipm ent along a 10-mile line ru n­ 
ning north and cou th. 
To m ake the stu dy, they set off 
sm all charges of dynam ite in shal­ 
low holes In the Ice. The seismic 
equ ipment r e c o r d e d the shock 
w aves reflected back from the rock 
floor.

took them to m ake a rou nd trip to 
the rock floor, the geologists cou ld 
then calcu late how far the waves i

The researchers expect tile drill 
pipe to be bent by the moving ice 
and its degree of bending to be 
different at different depths within 
the glacier. Measu ring the variou s 
degrees of deformation wnth an 
instru m ent known as an inclino­ 
meter, they will be able to learn 
how the ice moves. 
The pipe u ltimately will be torn 
apa rt or cru shed, bu t the scientists 
believe this is not likely to happen 
for several years.

YAKUTAT, AJwika—Water may 
not flow uphill, but ice does. 
Efforts to determine the flow 
mechanisms of ice sheets have led 
California Institute of Technology 
geologists to conclude that much 
of the MaJaspina glacier in south- 
em Alaska actually flows uphill. 
Dr. Robert P. Sharp, professor 
of geomorphology, recently headed 
a five-man team studying the mode 
of ice flow within Malaspma. 
He operated from a base camp 
set up on the ice near the center 
of the glacier about 40 miles from 
this native village.. Their supplies 
and equipment were flown in by 
helicopter from a beach camp at 
the glacier’s edge on the Gulf of 
Alaska. 
The researchers found that the 
rock floor under the center of the 
glacier, which covers more than 
1,000 square miles, slopes back in­ 
land toward the S t Ellas moun­ 
tains to the north. Their observa­ 
tions were made with s e i s m i c 
equipment along a 10-mile line run­ 
ning north and «:outh. 
To make the study, they set off 
smRlJ charges of dynamite in shal­ 
low holes In the ice. The seismic 
equipment r e c o r d e d the shock 
waves reflected back from the rock 
floor. 
Knowing the 
velocity of the 
waves through ice and the time it 
took them to make a round trip to 
the rock floor, the geologists could 
then calculate how far the waves 
had traveled. •

that the Ice thickness along the 
IO mile line ranged between I.J30 
and 2.075 feet They also showed 
that the floor under the glacier 
center was at least 685 feet below 
aes level, whereas it rises above 
sea level at the glaciers outer 
edge. 
‘'Thus," Sharp says, "the sheet 
of ice constituting Malaspma gla­ 
cier moves uphill on much of its 
journey outward from the base of 
the mountains. 
"This It cannot do by gravity, 
at least insofar as movement over 
its floor is concerned.

KHI TIM! glaciologists and phys­ 
icists attacked this idea on theo­ 
retical grounds. T h e y countered 
with a suggestion that an ice sheet 
flows over Hat land by moving 
along inclined planes inside the 


glacier which slope d o w n w a r d 
toward its margins. 
In an effort to solve Uie problem 
of how the Malaspina g l a c i e r 
moves, the C a l t e c h researchers 
sank a vertical hole 1,000 feet deep 
into the ice sheet and left the drill 
pipe in the hole. 
Since mechanical drilling equip­ 
ment is not suitable for ice work, 
they bored into the sheet with an 
electrically heated hot point char­ 
acterized by Professor Sharp as "a 
gigantic soldering iron." It was de­ 
signed and built at the Caltech 
electrical and mechanical shop rn 
Pasadena. 
The researchers expect the drill 
pipe to be bent by the moving ice 
and its degree of bending to be 
different at different depths within 
the glacier. Measuring the various 
degrees of deformation with an 
instrument knowm as an inclino­ 
meter, they wall be able to learn 
how the ice moves. 
The pipe ultimately will lie torn 
apart or crushed, but the scientists 
believe this is not likely to happen 
for several years.
